CREAMERIES: 


The first of the series of creamery 
meetings recently announced in the 
Butietin was held in the town hall, 
Calgary, ou Saturday, Feb. 6th.  Al- 
though the announcement had not 
been very widely made, there was a 
good attendance of farmers from’ the 
surrounding country, and town’s people 
as well. Mayor Orr took the chair. 
R. A. Janes acted as_ secretary. 
Frank Oliver, M. P., stated the gener- 
al proposition of the government as to 


creameries and introduced Prof. Rob- | 


ertson, agricultural and dairy com- 
missioner of the 
ment. Prof. Robertson gave a most 
interesting address on dairying and 
cattle raising, and sketched briefly the | 
efforts of the government in Prince 
Edward Island in the encouragement 
of Cairying, and its present proposal | 
regarding the Territories. The idea 
was not that the government should 
go into the creamery business, but 
that it should use a portion of its 


Dominion govern- | 


ereait and means for a time to aid the 
people who desired to engage in the 
creamery industry to achive the high- 
est measure of success within reach. 
Where creameries had not already 
been started, the people would be ex- 
pected to show their interest by form- 
ing a joint stock company, which 
Would secure property, erect a cream- 
ery building, provide an adequate 
water supply, and secure a guarantee 
of the milk of 400 cows for a term of 
three vears. Where thoseconditions were | 


fulfilled, the government would put | 
in the necessary machinery and oper- | 
ate it for three years, marketing the | 
product and charging 4c a pound of 
butter made for the cost and labor of | 
making and placing at the aearest 
railway station and selling. Sales to | 
be made to the best advantage by the | 
government on account of the patrons. | 
An advance of 10e a pound would be | 
given on the butter each month, and | 
at the end of the season the balance 
realized from the sale of tne butter | 
would be paid the patrons, less 4c a | 
pounc. for making, freight from the | 
nearest railway station to market, 
and le a pound additional which 
would form a sinking fund, to repay | 
the government the cost of the ma- ! 
chinery. Each patron would become | 
a shareholder in the creamery com- 
pany in proportion as he had paid in- | 
to the sinking fund, sc that after 
a time the patrons would become | 
absolute owners of the plant and the | 
governmeut’s interest in the concern | 
would cease, when it had got back its 
vriginal outlay for machinery, without | 
interest. _ While the government had 
charge of the factory it would pay the | 
shareholders 7 per cert interest on | 
the cost of the building supplied as 
rental, out of the four cents a pound 
charged fer making. Of course if the | 
charge of four cents a pound did not | 
meet ail the demands on it the govern- | 
ment would stand the loss. The idea 
was that the government should stand | 
the almost 
the 


| 
inevitable loss necessary | 
until number of cows in the! 
vicinity of the creamery had increas- | 
ed so as to make its operation an as- 
suredly profitable commercial enter- | 
prise. Cream or milk would have to | 
be delivered at the creamery at the | 
cost of the patrons, and dep set 
cream if clean and sweet would be 
accepted, as well’ as cream from a 
separator, or whole milk which would be 
separated at the creamery. Prof. 
Robertson advised - the purchase ot 
hand separators wherever possible to 
save hauling the whole milk to the 
creamery, and as taking 15 per cent 
more butter out of the milk than the 
deen set Besides it allowed } 
the skim milk to be fed to the calves 
warm and sweet as it could not be if 
che cream had raised by deep 
setting or if the milk had been hauled 
to the creamery to be separated. In | 
the latter case the skim milk might | 
be kept sweet by the use of ice, but it 
could not be kept warm. He dwelt 
strongly on the advantage of feeding 
the milk to calves warm, saying that | 
three parts milk and one part warm 
water was better than four parts 
milk, until the calves became 
several months old. Separating sta- 
tions would be dealt with on the same

FEBRUARY 157, 1897 the government was willing to take over 


the buildings and plant’ at a va‘uation, 
advancing payment in one, two or 
three instalments, and arranging witha 
new company of patrons for repayment 
by asinking fund on practically the 
same lines as the proposition where 
a new creamery was to be establisixed. 

The professor had secured a staie- 
ment of the standing of the Crescent 


‘creamery company of Calgary which 


showed that financially it was not in a 
position to give the government the 
necessary guarantee. S. L, Smith, the 
principal shareholder, declared his will- 
ingness to accept a valuation for the 
plant and go out of the business. 
Mayor Orr, on behalf of the city of 
Calgary which was the principal credi-

30th. Mr. Woodworth says: 

I have at last ended my travels in 
British Columbia and am settled here. 
This is a larger place than Slocan 
city at present and they are about a 
quarter of a mile apart.

The place 
is more talked of in Kootenay than 
any other. At present, however, it 
is very dull. 

I have been in Revelstoke, Nakusp, 
New Denver, Sandon, Kaslo, Nelson, 
Northport, Salmon siding, Rossland 
and Trail, and found all thriving. | 
Revelstoke has a great future. The 
C. P. R. is against it, and are deter- 
mined sot to make it. Why? The 
rich Lardeau and Trout Lake country 
to the south, and the Big Bend to the | 
north are tributary to it. A railway | 
charter to Big Bend is applied for. 
Look at the map and see how easily 
the Yellow Head Pass could be reach- | 


ed, or only at a reduced price. Blue 
joint will be taken at a higher price, 
but timothy is what is needed. 

My remarks on vegetables will, per- 
haps, apply with variations to dairy 
products. But Manitoba and North- 
west Territories creamery seems to 
have a good foothold.
